Children do not need to have specific knowledge or 
skills to begin school. However, it is helpful if they 


Share and know how to take their turn 
Cooperate and play well with others 
Listen and pay attention for short periods of 
time 

Speak and ask for what they need 
Recognize their own name and answer to it 
Help out and pick up and put away classroom 
materials and toys after activity time 
Dress and undress themselves 
Use the toilet independently and clean 
themselves 

Play by themselves with toys for a period of 
time without needing adult attention 
Be away from their parent for brief periods and 
understand that parents will come back

PELHAM — It is the most challeng¬ 
ing home local District School Board of 
Niagara students have ever worked on. 

Jason Boks from DeHaan Homes said 
his company pulled no punches when 
working with the 16 specialist high skills 
major students from throughout the 
region who spent nearly five months 
building the $400,000 home at 37 
Hurricane Rd. 

“My boss made some changes, and 
changed some window heights. He 
didn’t like the way the windows were,” 
Boks said. “There were a bunch of 
changes. We changed the bathroom 

And the students, he added, were 
asked to tear out all their hard work, and 
start over again. 

But overall, he was impressed with the 
results of their work. 

“They did a really good job,” he said. 
“The biggest thing is they took their 
time. If you take your time, you do it 
right." 

The students gathered in the nearly- 
complete house last Wednesday to cel¬ 
ebrate the achievement. 

Teacher Ken Willms said it is the 16th 
home in Niagara that DSBN students 
have constructed, and this project was 
the most difficult so far.

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PORTABLE LUNCH 

Not everyone working in Pelham has a 
comfortable and safe place to enjoy their 
breaks and eat their lunch. 

Pelham councillors requested r 


recommendation to construct a portable 
lunchroom at Pelham Arena using money 
from the municipality's recreation 

The lunchroom would cost $142,090 
and be constructed to permit the town to 
move it to another location or sell it in the 
future if required. 


The town submitted the upgrade to 
the arena, as well as two other projects, 
in July to the Community Infrastructure 
Investment Initiative. It was successful 
in receiving funds for renovations at Old 
Pelham Town Hall and to the pool house 
at Marlene Stewart Streit Park, but not 
the arena. 

The town has retained $60,000 for 
repairs to the arena in the recreational 
reserve fund from a 2009 request to the 
capital budget. 

Chief administrative officer Darren 
Ottaway said the future of the arena is 
unknown. Having a portable building 
instead of making a permanent 
investment makes “practical sense” and 
will provide “a cost savings." 

He said that the lunch room 
installation is needed to respond to
